Service dogs aid veterans and first responders with PTSD

Kevlar is hoping to live up 
to his name. 

“Kevlar is a fabric that is 
used in vests to protect sol¬ 
diers," dog trainer Carrie Sha- 
nessy said. 

"His name means protec¬ 
tion and that is what his job 
will be...to protect” 

Kevlar, an energetic two- 
year-old Labrador retriever 
mix, is a service dog in train¬ 
ing with the Citadel Canine 

In about a year’s time, he’ll 
be matched with a veteran 
who is battling post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

Trained service dogs are an 
emerging therapeutic tool for 
the anxiety disorder that can 
develop after an individual 
has experienced or witnessed 
a major trauma. 

The mission of Citadel, 
founder Brian Archer said, is 
to make the lives of veterans 
and first responders better, 
and to reduce occupational 
stress that might have resulted 
from their service. 

Many sufferers of PTSD 
choose to shut themselves 
off from family and friends as 
they feel constantly on guard 
for danger and are easily star¬ 
tled, he said. 

“A lot of PTSD sufferers

The program can also be a 
life-saver for the animal. 

Kevlar escaped a death sen¬ 
tence when he was rescued 
by a Niagara-based dog res¬ 
cue organization less than 24 
hours before he was sched¬ 
uled to be euthanized. 

He has been with Shanessy 
for about a month. 

“I tested seven dogs and he 
was number seven,” she said. 

All prospective service dogs 
undergo behavioural testing 
to determine if they have any 
food aggression, tempera¬ 


ment issues or problems with 
crowds or loud noises. 

How was Kevlar's testing? 

“Oh, he’s a big suck,” Sha¬ 
nessy said with a laugh dur¬ 
ing an interview at her home 
in Welland. “Nothing seems 
to faze him.” 

Shanessy takes Kevlar with 
her pretty well wherever she 
goes in order to expose the 
dog to a variety of environ¬ 
ments. He’s been to shopping

"You’re not supposed to pet 
a service animal or even talk 
to it,” Shanessy said.

“If a person is having a 
nightmare, the dog is on the 
bed, licking their face to wake 
them up. And you can't have a 
nightmare if you’re awake." 

launched in British Columbia 
in 2012. The first batch of dogs 
was delivered to recipients, 
two Canadian Forces veterans 
and an RCMP officer, in Janu¬ 
ary 2013. 

45 dogs in the program who 


have been paired with veter¬ 
ans and emergency respond¬ 
ers such as firefighters, police 
officers, paramedics and 911 
operators. 

The dogs, who come from 
animal rescue organizations 
or from donors, undergo 
training in two phases. First, 
they receive basic obedience 
training as well as training to 
make them familiar with dif¬ 
ferent environments. 

Archer said the next phase 
— called the follow on train¬ 
ing — is “where the magic 


happens.” 

"The dogs will, very quickly, 
sense what the people are 
dealing with,” he said. “The 
dogs start to figure things out

Taking advantage of a diving loonie 
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Vaccination skeptics need an info injection 


H ealth Minister Rona Ambrose 
said it best: “Vaccinations are 
frankly miracles of modem medicine.” 

That said, it’s time the worst of 
the vaccination skeptics got off the 
Internet, stopped reading junk science 
and schooled up. Either that, or keep 
themselves and their children — whose 
health they jeopardize with their 
arrogance — away from the rest of us 
if they’re showing signs of contagious 
or even deadly diseases, like measles, 
that North America conquered through 
vaccinations. 

Robust public health and disease 


prevention depends as much on the 
bedrock science on which it rests, as on 
public education that maintains those 
breakthroughs for future generations. 

Smoking, HIV/AIDS, childhood 
diseases, the flu. In each, science gave us 
the silver bullet to understand the issues, 
and public health education the muscle 
to extend those lessons into time. 

With that in mind, there have been 
few teachable moments on the merits 
of inoculations better than the debate 
now raging in North America, triggered 
by minor measles outbreaks on both 
sides of the border. 

The most telling illustration sprang, 


ironically, from the Disneyland theme 
park in southern California, which bills 
itself as “the happiest place on Earth.” 
Dozens of lab-confirmed cases of 
measles have been traced to the resort, 
a global tourism destination. If there’s 
an unvaccinated child or adult with a 
contagious disease at Disney, it’s an 
uncomfortably small world, after all. 

No one likes getting shots. They don’t 
always work, and there can be adverse 
reactions. 

Some people simply overlook them. 
That’s forgetfulness, easily fixed. 

Others oppose them for religious 
reasons. That’s tougher. 


But also out there are skeptics who 
insist they know better than the scientists. 
Some cling to discredited research 
linking shots and autism; others, to 
conspiracy theories about Big Pharma. 
There’s no telling them they’re wrong, but 
we can say why they’re not right. 

Information compiled by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention puts the issue in stark 
perspective: About one or two children 
out of every 1,000 infected with measles 
will die. But the measles vaccine is 
more than 90% effective. 

Enough said.

The former Swedish freighter Atomena, a 
Great Lakes trader in 1967, barely made it to 
port on its last trip. 

The ship was under the name of Divonne 
and on a voyage from Algeria to Ghent, 
Belgium, when it began to leak while on the 
Atiandc. The captain wisely decided to head 
for Gijon, Spain, on the Bay of Biscay, as it 
was the handiest nearby port They made it 
safely on Oct 6,1981, but it would be the last 

After being declared a total loss, the vessel 
was sold to Spanish shipbreakers and taken 
to San Esteban de Pravia in August 1982 to be 
broken up. 

The 172.85-metre-long bulk carrier had 
also been a seaway caller as Gattopardo in 
1970 and as Aurora in 1978. After acquiring 
its fourth name of Divonne in 1981, service 
was confined to saltwater routes until it 
began leaking after only 20 years of trading.

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Niagara’s $228M debt means ‘solid’ AA credit rating

To some people, $228 milli on 
looks like a staggering amount of 
debt 


But when you have $7 billion in 
assets, it's no big deal, municipal 
leaders say. 

Credit rating agency Standard 
and Poor's recently gave Niagara 


Region a AA rating for its level of 
debt, which at the end of 2013 stood 
at $228 million. 

It's not a huge amount, said cor¬ 
porate services commissioner Mo

“We have $7 billion worth of assets,” he 
said. “So that $228 million... in relation to 
a value in assets of $7 billion, is showing we 
are pretty responsible with our debt” 

Lewis said the rating was based on 2013 
financials provided to Standard and Poor’s, 
because those from 2014 are still being 

Lewis said the “solid” rating allows the 
region to borrow money at a lower interest 

During recent budget presentations, it 
was noted Niagara's debt at the end of 2014 
stood at $263 million, with unissued debt 
totalling another $152 million. 

Unissued debt is that which is approved 
by regional council but has not yet been 
borrowed to pay for infrastructure projects, 
such as new Niagara Regional Police head¬ 
quarters in Niagara Falls and construction 
of a Burgoyne Bridge replacement in St. 
Catharines. 

Lewis said he doubts the addition of that 
debt to the outstanding debt would affect 
the Region’s credit rating, since the spend¬ 
ing of that money would mean the value of 
the region's assets has increased too. 

Regional chairman Alan Caslin and 
chief administrative officer Harry Schlange 


touted the AA rating in a news release. 

“The affirmation of our AA credit rating 
is welcome news for Niagara Region," Cas¬ 
lin said. 

“Council's priority is economic prosper¬ 
ity and we have put measures in place to 
aggressively advance that goal for Niagara’s 
future. This rating sends a strong message to 
investors, businesses and residents that Nia¬ 
gara is ready and able to deliver on our com¬ 
mitments.” 

The release said highlights of the Standard 
and Poor's report point to some challenges 
facing Niagara, including a weaker labour 
market, slow recovery in manufacturing and 
modest population growth, which will con¬ 
strain the region’s financial flexibility com¬ 
pared with that of other municipalities. 

“This rating continues to demonstrate 
the importance of regional council and staff 
working together to manage our business 
plans and budget,” Schlange said. 

“We are well-positioned to invest in the 
programs and services required to build 
a more prosperous Niagara, while staying 
within the guidelines of our taxpayer afford¬ 
ability strategy, as a result of our sound

Shaw erases deficit after big season

The Shaw Festival’s comeback is com- 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake theatre com¬ 
pany’s 2014 season posted a surplus of 
$815,000, erasing a huge deficit and bring¬ 
ing the company back into the black 

'This is the first time in a decade we have 
an accumulated surplus rather than an 
accumulated deficit,” said treasurer Kristian 
Knibutat during the Shaw's annual general 


While last year’s numbers weren't as 
impressive, they’re still the sign of a com¬ 
pany back on stable ground, said Knibutat 

"Overall, you can be assured Shaw is well 
managed,” he said. 

That was echoed by Shaw board chair¬ 
man Andrew Pringle, who said the com¬ 
pany is at an “important juncture" as it pre¬ 
pares for upheaval the next two seasons. 

Calder has announced this year will be 
her final season. Artistic director Jackie Max¬ 
well is leaving after the 2016 season. Search 
committees have been formed for both their 


It was just three years ago the compa¬ 
ny’s financial picture was bleak The back- 
to-back seasons of 2010 and 2011 posted a 
loss of $2.7 million, finning painful cuts and 
restructuring. Executive director Elaine Cal¬ 
der was brought aboard in June, 2012, to 
lead the turnaround. 

Following a modest surplus of $19,000 in 
2012, the Shaw posted a stunning surplus of
